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PREAMBLE.

expressed in said certificate are not work which is required of said cor- 
poration, and the members of said corporation desire to change their 
work, and incorporate themselves as a benevolent corporation under 
the provisions of the Civil Code of the State of California; now there- 
fore, 

Resolved, that all persons who are members—honorary, life, or 
annual—of the San Francisco Female Hospital are associated together 
for the purpose of forming a corporation for the care of Homeless 
Children. 


ARPLiCLES. OF.INCOR PORATION. 
March 24, 1892. 


KNOW ALI MEN BY THESE PRESENTS, That we, the undersigned, 
have this day voluntarily associated ourselves together for the purpose 
of forming a corporation under the laws of the State of California. And 
we hereby certify— 

First. That the name of said corporation is SAN FRANCISCO NUR- 
SERY FOR HOMELESS CHILDREN. 

Second. ‘That the purposes for which it is formed are: To obtain 
and receive by gift, bequest, devise, barter or purchase, land or property 
in the City and County of San Francisco, State of California, and to 
erect buildings to be used for the purpose of a Home for little ones 
under twelve years. 

Third. ‘That the place where its principal business is to be transacted 
shall be in the City and County of San Francisco, State of California. 

Fourth. ‘That the term for which it is toexist is fifty years from and 
after the date of its incorporation. 

Fifth. That the number of its Directors or Trustees shall be five, 
and the names and residences of those who are appointed for the first 
year and until their successors are elected aud qualified, are: SIDNEY M. 
SmirH, San Francisco; C. M. GORHAM, San Francisco; JAMES H. DOB- 
INSON, San Francisco; C. S. WRIGHT, San Francisco; DR. JAMES W. 
WARD, San Francisco. 

Sirth. ‘That there is no capital stock and there are no shares, 


Seventh. ‘That no capital stock has been subscribed for. 








BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE Il. 


The name of this Society shall be SAN FRANCISCO NURSERY FOR 
HOMELESS CHILDREN. 


ARTICLE Il. 
OBJECTS. 


The objects of this society shall be: to obtain and receive by gift, 
devise, barter or purchase, land and property in the City and County 
of San Francisco, in the State of California; to erect or lease buildings 
and furnish the same to be used, under the direction of the Board of 
Managers, for the purpose of a Home for poor children under 12 years 
of age, needing care and protection; and to receive State Aid, member- 
ship fees, and any donations, the same to be disbursed for the mainten- 
ance of said children. 


ARTICLE III. 
MEMBERSHIP. 


SmecTION 1. Any person making a single payment of fifty dollars 
to the funds of the Society shall be alife member. Any child under 
sixteen years of age making a single payment of twenty-five dollars 
shall be a life member. Any person making asingle payment of twenty 
dollars shall be an honorary member, and any person making an annual 
payment of two and one-half dollars shall be an annual member. 


ARTICLE IV. 
TRUSTEES. 


SEcrion 1. The Trustees of this Sociery shall consist of a Board of 
five men who shall be-members of the Society and shall be elected by 
the members of the Society at its annual meeting, and shall hold office 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Src. 2. The Trustees of the Society shall exercise, conduct and 
control its corporate powers, business and property. It shall be their 
duty in all important matters to consult with the 3oard of Managers 
as a whole or by committee. At each annual meeting they shall render 
to the Society a full report of all property, real and personal, held in 
trust by them. 


Src. 3. Vacancies in the Board occurring between annual meetings 


may be filled by election by the remaining Trustees. 
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Sec. 4. The Board of Trustees shall elect their own President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, at their first meeting after their 
election. 

Sec. 5. The President of the Board of Trustees shall preside at all 
meetings of the Board of Trustees. The Vite-President shall, in the 
absence of the President, perform the duties of the President. The 
Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the Board and shall 
keep its accounts. 

Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall receive and safely keep and account for 
all money that may come into his hands from all sources. All money 
received by the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees for building or other 
specific purposes, shall be held subject only to the joint order of the 
Board of Trustees and the Board of Managers. 

ARTICLE V. 
MANAGERS. 

SECTION 1. The Managers of this Society shall consist of a Board 
of twenty-four women who shall be members of the Society, who shall 
be elected by the members of the Society at its annual meeting, and 
shall hold office until their successors are elected and qualified. If any 
member of the Board of Managers is absent three consecutive meetings, 
except by reason of sickness or absence from home, her place may be 
declared vacant, and all vacancies inthe Board which may occur between 
its annual meetings, may be filled by the remaining Managers, 

Sec. 2. In order to carry out the objects of the Society, the Board 
of Managers shall have power to devise and adopt measures to that end, 
to make such contracts as may be necessary thereto, and to control such 
funds of the Society as may be necessary and applicable for its current 
expenses. The Board shall make its own By-Laws and all rules and 
regulations necessary for the proper government of the Home. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Managers shall elect from its own number 
a President, three Vice-Presidents, one Recording Secretary, one Corres- 
ponding Secretary and a Treasurer. The Board may accept the voluntary 
services of such visiting and consulting physicians as it may deem 
proper for any necessary medical attendance, and who shall receive 
written notice of his appointment from the Recording Secretary. The 
President of the Board of Managers, or, in her absence, a Vice-President, 
or, in case all are absent, any member present, elected by the meeting, 
shall preside at all meetings, both of the Board of Managers and of the 
Society. The President, or, in her absence, a Vice-President, or any 
three members concurring, shall have the power to call a special meet- 
ing.  Atall meetings, either regular or special, five members of the 
soard of Managers shall constitute a quorum. The President may ap- 
point such committees as may be necessary. 

Sec. 4. The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of the pro- 
ceedings of every meeting and make an annual report of the same, and 
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shall also notify the Board of Managers of any of its regular or special 
meetings. It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary or of some 
committee appointed for the purpose, to keep a correct record of all 
inmates admitted to the Nursery, the date of admission, their names 
and nationalities, those of their parents, and whether alive or dead, and 
their last residence. 

Sec. 5. The Corresponding Secretary shall make written acknowl- 
edgment of all donations, and keep a list of the names of the donors. 

SEC. 6. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds, subject to 
the order of the Board; shall keep an accurate account of all receipts 
and expenditures, and shall report their amount at the monthly meet- 
ings, as also at the annual meetings of the Society. She shall also keep 
a list of the names of the members of the Society. 


ARTICLE VI. 
MEETINGS AND ELECTIONS. 


SECTION 1. The meetings of the Board of Managers shall be held 
on the first Tuesday of each month. The annual meetings of the Society 
shall be held on the second Tuesday in January of each year, at which 
time the election of Trustees, Managers and Officers shall take place. 
All elections shall be by ballot, and all Trustees and Managers shall be 
chosen to serve for one year, and until their successors shall be elected 
and qualified. One judge of election and two tellers shall be appointed 
by the President, the tellers to receive the ballots, the judge to count the 
votes in the presence of the tellers, and the person receiving the ma- 
jority of the votes to be declared elected. All members of the Society 
in good standing shall be entitled to vote at all meetings of the Society. 

Src. 2. Atall meetings of the Society a quorum shall consist of 
not less than eleven members present. 

Sec. 3. The Trustees, Managers and Officers shall be notified of 
their election by the Recording Secretary. 

Sec. 4. At least ten days’ notice of the annual meeting of the 
Society shall be given by publication in some daily newspaper in San 
Francisco, unless such meeting is held pursuant to adjournment. 


ARTICLE VII. 
AMENDMENTS. 


SEcTION 1. ‘Phese By-Laws may be amended by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present at any regular or special meeting of the 
Society; provided, such alteration or amendment shall have been pro- 
posed at a meeting of the Board of Managers held not less than one 


month previous,

This fact is chiefly due to the vigilant care of our matron and 
nurses, and the constant attendance of our friend and physician, 
Doctor Guy Manning, to whom I wish to express our heart- 
felt gratitude. We also appreciate the care and time given by 
Dr. Grant Selfridge, to our children’s eyes and throats. To 
him and the consulting physicians, Dr. James Ward and Dr. 
William Boericke, we extend our thanks. 

During the year a good home has been found for one of 
our elder boys, and two little girls, who have been in homes on 
trial, have been legally adopted. 

The Girls’ Auxiliary is still our able assistant in furnish- 
ing shoes and stockings and many articles of clothing. The 
Christmas holidays were made a time of rejoicing to the chil- 
dren, by the young ladies of the Auxiliary furnishing a 
Christmas tree laden with toys and articles that go to make the 
life of childhood happier. 

We appreciate the kindness of the Helping Hand Society 
with Mrs. Folger as the leader, in deciding to be a helping 
hand to us, by assisting in sewing and in clothing our children. 

The depression in business this year has been as great as 
that of the year previous, and there being so many calls upon 
our friends, our subscription list has not increased in numbers 
as much as I had hoped. However we should not be discour- 
aged but work on with a will, and success will crown our efforts 
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in time. I was greatly in hopes of commencing the new year 
free from indebtedness, but with all our exertions there is still 
a small deficit. 

I wish to thank the Daughters of Israel and Miss Hilda 
Samson for the two beds and their furnishing given to the home. 

Very little progress has been made toward getting a home 
of our own. May we not hope that during the coming year, 
some steps will be taken with that end in view? 

I wish to thank the officers and members of the Board, for 
their co-operation and assistance in promoting the welfare of 
the Nursery, also our friends and patrons.

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Report of Visiting Physician. 


To THE BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE 


SAN FRANCISCO NURSERY FOR HOMELESS CHILDREN: 


Ladies:—It is with pleasure, as well as pride, that we are 
able to present to you at this time a report free from any 
deaths amongst our children. For five years this has been our 
endeavor, and now our hopes are realized. Other institutions 
in the city may have done as wellin that respect, but remem- 
ber, that we receive within our walls, children younger than 
are taken by any similar charity. 

We closed our report last year with the words,—‘‘There 
will be a death rate in spite of ourselves,’’ and we were brought 
to utter those words by the fact that we dzd receive infants, and 
of such a tender age; and we might repeat, what has been 
stated frequently in former reports, viz: that our deaths have 
always occurred amongst our youngest babies,—those who had 
not arrived at the first anniversary of their birth. 

Now to have twelve months, and we might say fourteen 
months, as that is nearer the time of our last mortality, pass 
without a death in our ranks of sixty-five and seventy children, 
is we are aware, as great a cause for rejoicing on your part, as 
it is for the physician. 

The year passed without any marked epidemic. Many 
had the whooping cough quite severely, and a few the mumps 
in the spring and summer. Not till the day before Christmas, 
did another contagious disease reach us, when we had a case 
of measles develop. 

One of our most serious cases was an injury to the foot, 
received before the boy entered, and which became so much 
worse that the loss of the member was threatened. Happily, 
the result was to the contrary, and the boy is now the liveliest 
one of the lot. 

‘here have been several severe cases of conjestion of the 
lungs, and other troubles which have caused us great anxiety. 
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T’he stubborn skin disease which affected so many last year 
was finally gotten under control, and conquered early in the 
year. ‘Though we take in children from all over the city and 
outside also, though they were visited by parents likewise from 
all districts, though they attend the public schools, we made no 
quarantine while the diphtheria was prevalent in the city, fur- 
ther than to prohibit the children being taken away from the 
institution on a visit to relatives. 

We have performed several minor operations, such as 
opening of abscesses, removalof enlarged glands, etc., and oper- 
ation upon the throat and nose. The number of visits for the 
twelve months we find to have been 84, and the prescriptions 
number 313. 

On closing we particularly wish to return thanks to our 
consulting physicians for their willingness and advice, to Dr. 

jrant Selfridge for his assistance in eye and ear cases, and to 

your Board for their confidence and good will. Neither do we 
wish to forget the matron or the several nurses with whom our 
relations are most pleasant, and who have endeavored to aid in 
every way, and to whom the good health of the children is in 
a great measure due. 

Considering your urgent request, we have promised to 
serve you another year, and trust it may prove as satisfactory 
to you as the past has done.

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BY-LAWS OF THE GIRLS’ AUXILIARY 


Board Of Managers of the Nursery for Homeless Children. 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME. 
SECTION I. This Society shall be known as “The Girls’ Auxiliary 
to the Board of Managers of the Nursery for Homeless Children.” 
OBJECTS. 
SEC. 2. Toassist the Managers to provide and care for the children. 
MEMBERSHIP. 

SEC. 38. The payment of twenty-five cents per month dues shall 

constitute either active or associate membership. 
ARTICLE Bi TH, 
MEETINGS. 

SECTION 1. Business meetings shall be held on the first Monday 
afternoon of each month, at a place decided by the members. The 
Secretary shall send notice of all business meetings to each member. 

SEC. 2. Sewing Meetings shall be held on the remaining Mondays 
of the month at the same place appointed for the business meeting, for 
the purpose of sewing for the children of the Nursery. 

Sec. 3. Special meetings may be called by the President or at the 
request of any three members of the Auxiliary, notice of which shall be 
sent toevery member. Fiveshall constitute a quorum of a membership 
of twenty or less. 

ARTICLE III. 
DUES. 

SECTION 1. Dues shall be twenty-five cents monthly for both active 
and associate members. 

Sec. 2. The Auxiliary may by majority vote elect honorary 
members. 

SEC. 38. Any member absent from a regular business meeting, 
without a legal excuse, will be fined twenty-five cents. 

Src. 4. Any member agreeing to be present at a joint meeting of 
the Managers and Auxiliary and failing to do so will be fined twenty- 


five cents. 
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ARTICLE IV. 
OFFICERS, 

SECTION 1. The Officers of the Auxiliary shall be President, Vice- 
President, Secretary and Treasurer. 

SEC. 2. The Officers shall be elected annually on the first meeting 
in February. 

A special election to fill a vacancy in office may be held at any 
regular business meeting, due notice of the same being given by postal 
to all regular members. 

Any officer absent three consecutive meetings, either business or 
sewing, without a legal excuse, the office of the same shall be declared 
vacant. 

SEC. 3. A majority vote by ballot of those present shall be neces- 
sary toelect. The Secretary must notify all members of the time and 
place of election. 

ARTICLE V., 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


SECTION 1, The president shall preside at all meetings of the 
Auxiliary and shall appoint all committees. 

In the absence of the President the Vice-President shall preside, and 
in the absence of both President and Vice-President a President pro tem 
shall be elected. 

SEC. 2. The Secretary shallkeep the records and attend to the cor- 
respondence of 'the Auxiliary. She shall embody in her records the 
name of the member making or seconding a motion, also the amount of 
money received or distributed by the Treasurer. 

SEC. 38. The Treasurer shall receive all money due the Auxiliary, 
receipts for the same, and pay all bills against the Auxiliary, after the 
same have been approved, and report to the Secretary the amount of 
receipts anddisbursements. She shall make an itemized report monthly 
to the Auxiliary of all receipts and disbursements. 


ARTICLE VI. 
COMMITTEES. 


SECTION 1. The President shall appoint an Auditing Committee of 
three, whose duty it will be to examine and audit all bills and reports 
and any committees for special duties that may become necessary,

ARTICLE VII. 
SECTION |. Any part of these By-Laws may be suspended by the 
unanimous vote of those present at a business meeting. 


SEC. 2. Any amendment of these By-Laws must be made in writing 


and read at two consecutive meetings before being acted upon.
